CRUISERS ARE ORDERED OUT.

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
One of the most significant orders which has 
yet emanated from the Navy department 
since the Maine disaster occurred in Ha- 
vana harbor was that today received by 
Commodore Casey, commandant of the 
League Island Navy Yard, ordering the 
Cruisers Columbia and Minneapolis, now 
lying here in reserve, into commission. The 
work of getting these_vessels into seagoing 
order was commenced at once, and will be 
pushed forward to immediate completion 
by the employment of all the men at hand. 
There was an air of suppressed excitement 
about the yard, which extended all the way 
down from the commandant to the laborers. 

In connection with this order, rumors were 
flying thick and.fast among the officers and 
men to the effect that additional advices 
had been received for the preparation of 
other vessels lying at the yard, on account 
of their present available condition, for it 
is generally supposed that they would be 
the first to be drawn upon should hosiil- 
ities actively begin.

HOW JENKINS MET HIS DEATH. 


First Authentic Account of the Last 
Incident in the Life of the 
Lieutenant. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20. —-Wüllam Gar- 
trell, the only surviving fireman of the bat- 
tleship Maine, has written two letters home 
to his brother, George Gartrell of this city. 
In his description of the explosion Gartrell 
gives the first authentic account of the 
death of Lieutenant Jenkins, and he re- 
lates in a graphic way the manner in which 
the Lieutenant met his death. 

About 9:40 o'clock,” he says, “I was 
crossing the third lower deck and was pre- 
paring to turn in when of a sudden a ter- 
rifle explosion occurred, and when | stig- 
gered to my feet I found myself in the dark. 
There was one light in the distance, and I 
made toward that. On the way I met Lieu- 
tenant Jenkins and a soldier named Gar- 
nett. 

We made for the ladder, and the ship 
was rapidly filling with water. We reached 
the hatch hole, and the water was gaining 
on us fast. Garnett said, We're lost!’ 
and seemed about to give up, but Lieutenant 
Jenkins, who was the last man to reach the 
ladder, and who was following, said, ‘Go 
ahead, don't give up!’ Garnett squeezed 
through and pulled me after him. 
As I fell upon the deck I heard Lieutenant 
Jenkins cry, ‘My God! I am drowning,’ 
and I remember nothing more. ; 

A wardrobe boy named McCann saw me 
lying there, and, picking me up, threw me 
overboard. The water revived me and I 
swam ashore.’

MILLIONS FOR NATIONAL HONOR 


Senator Hanna Meets New York Mil- 
lionaires and Receives Strong 
Assurances. 


New York, Feb. 26.—[Speclal. I- The con- 
ference which Senator Hanna had last night 
with leading financiers was a most impor- 
tant one n its bearing on the present Cuban 
crisis. 

It was held in an up-town club and among 
those reported present were President J. 
Edward Simmons of the clearing-house, 
President Henry W. Cannon of the Chase 
Bank; and President Perkins, of the Im- 
porters and Tradcrs’ Bank. Several trust 
companies and the larger insurance compa- 
nies, which are heavy investors, were also 
present. The group which met Mr. Hanna 
were empowered to speak directly or in- 
directly for a large percentage of the in- 
vested capital of this country. 

Mr. Hanna was given to understand that 
the administration could depend upon all 
the money support necessary to carry out 
any plan of action which migh*’ be deter- 
mined upon. A series of bond issues, aggre- 
gating $500,000,000, was suggested as a pos- 
sibility, amd was acquiesced in by the as- 
sembled financiers. 

Mr. Hanna when interviewed today said: 
„ My mission here has no bearing upon the 
great national question which is uppermost 
in everybody’s mind at the present as to 
whether or not the destruction of the Maine 
was caused by accident or design.“

Stop, your Majesty!“ 

The King coolly rose, and, standing in 
front of his daughter, brandished his walk- 
ing stick, crying: Begone.” Big 

The first shot was fired at distance 
twenty yards. 

The King relates that he perceived a third 
individual a little further away; and several 
persons who were in the vicinity during the 
afterfloon report seeing suspicious looking 
men in a field beside the road. 

A cadet who was on horseback some dis- 
tance behind the royal carriage heard the 
shots and galloped to the scene in time to 
see the King’s assailants fleeing in the direc- 
tion of Hymettus. Strong patrols are scour- 
ing the district in search of the would-be 
assassins. 

M. Delayannis and M. Ralli, former Pre- 
miers, were among the first to arrive at the 
palace to offer their congratulations. 

At half past 9 o’clock the metropolitan held 
a thanksgiving service in the palace chapel.

A solemn Te Deum has been fixed 
to be held in the cathedral tomorrow morn- 
ing, at which all the members of the royal 
family will attend.

San Francisco Patient Is Trying to Get 
Well After a Marvelous Op- 
eration. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 


Dr. Charles Brigham of this city has re- 


moved the whole of a woman's stomach, an 
operation that, so far as is known, has never 
been attempted but twice before. In one 
case the patient recovered, but the other 
resulted in death.

His first 
assurance that no French force was invading 
Sokomo, while treated by Lord Salisbury as 
conclusive, was discredited by Secretary 
Chamberlain, who put the Times up to sug- 
gesting that the French Minister was guilty 
of a verbal shuffle, and was simply playing 
“with thé definition of the Sokoto's bound- 
aries. This has extracted from him a more 
explicit declaration, mentioning the Town of 
Argunqu, and insisting that no French are 
there. Unfortunately, there is official Brit- 
ish information from the Niger headquarters. 
to the contrary, which the English cannot 
disbelieve. 
Hanotaux’s Grave Task. 
Nothing could be more extraordinary than 
the point of view of the French press. They 
scarcely mention west Africa, and profess 
that it is of no importance whatever. When 
each new French expedition thrusts its 
finger into John Bull's eye, they say in 
chorus: “ What! so sensible a person as you 
get excited about a little thing like that? 
See how calm we are! It is, of course, an 
extremely delicate piece of slack rope 
dancing that Hanotaux has got to do. He 
must not appear to back down an inch be- 
fore the British demands—at least till the 
elections are Over—and he dare not disavow 
any wild claims to the whole Niger Valiey 
that his colonial group are insisting on, yet 
he must contfive not to allow England’s 
rising Wrath’ to reach the explosive point. 
aually, of course, Chamberlain compre- 
hends these points, and he is the kind of 
man to make the very utmost of his antag- 
onist's embarrassments. Salisbury has no 
such truculent instincts and would give Han- 
otaux all possible facilities to extricate his 
ministry from their predicament. Unfor-

Salisbury's Unexpected Triumph. 

At last, and quite unexpectedly, Salis- 
bury seems to have brought off a distinct 
diplomatic triumph. Although the négotia- 
tions af Pekin for an officially guaranteed 
joan. were not directly successful, Balfour 
appears to have been ill informed in pro- 
nouncing them dead. They reincarnate 
themselves, at all events, in a nominally 
private loan, half English and half German, 
but under conditions which make it prac- 
tically a government affair. A new set of 
concessions was obtained from China, more 
important than those which failed, because 
they involve for the first time a claim upon 
the Li-Kin, or internal taxation of empire 
revenues, heretofore absolutely in the hands 
of the provingial mandarins, but now ap- 

aparently to be collected, or at least con- 
trolled, by representatives of the bond- 
| holders. This will do more to consolidate 
and develop a healthful Chinese commerce 
than any number of new treaty ports, espe- 
clally if accompanied by the opening of 
rivers to steam traffic, which is now the un- 
derstanding in this city, 


New Anglo-German Entente. 


affectionate disposition toward Salisbury 
personally that those who most strenuously | 
{mpugn his fitness to manage the foreign 
affairs of the nation are always delighted 
when he succeeds in anything. Radical Ha- 
pers praise his Chinese coup quite as warm- .

8 ness profits seem to point that way. 

It would be rash to build too much on this 
new Anglo-German entente, however. There | 
are still ugly questions open in the North 
Pacific where the Russians are pursuing 
a line which forever threatens friction with 
the English. Alike in Corea, Manchuria, 
and in the south the French from Tonking 
are starting out to do things, just what no- 

body knows, which may also provoke trouble. 
England is formidably reinforcing her 
Asiatic squadron all the while. The send- 
ing of the battiship Victorious through the 
Buez Canal has excited. Europe almost as 
much as the famous mobilization of her 
special squadron did. It has been an article 
of faith in naval circles that nothing larger 
than a vessel of the Barfleur class could go 
through the canal. The passage of the Vic- 
torious knocks this in the head, and all es- 
uma tes of the limitations of England's naval 
resources will have to be overhauled in con- 
Bequence. 


England’s Foreign Complications. 
While upon the subject of Great Britain’s 
foreign affairs I may say that I have re- 
ceived the most authoritative information 
from a confidential source that after reach- 
„ °.ing Khartoum the Anglo-Egyptian force is 
to go straight through to Uganda, and that 
this date twelve months hence will see 

Fasoda a British post, and the whole of the 

White Nile valley a safe route for British 

commerce. A new set of negotiations, or 

rather suggestions for negotiations by Eng- 
land, is now being considered at Brussels 
and Berlin for that famous strip of territory 
_ connecting Uganda with south Africa, 

“which Lord Rosebery so signally failed to 

secure. The improved state of the Anglo- 

German relations is believed to bode ‘well 

for this enterprise. 

Parliament has now fafrly got its work 
before it, and there is a very generally good 
disposition toward both of the chief méas- ~ 
ures—the Irish local government and the 
army reform bills. The former will get 
mauled somewhat in committee, but not 
enough to disfigure it. The appeals of the 

militant Orangemen to the Irish landlords 
to fight the bill tooth and nall are meeting 
with only the slenderest success, which is 
largely owing to the civilizing effects of 
Horace Plunkett's industrial propaganda 
and the possession of a grievance as to their 
financial relations on which all Irishmen 
can unite. 

As for the army, the government has 
pwacded a fight by conceding the bulk of | 
what the reformers hade demanded, and by 
going even further than they had dared to 
hope in pledges that new methods shall be 
instituted inside the War office. 

At the last moment some Tory leaders of 
the first rank have been dragooned into tak- 
ing part in the London County Council elec- 
tion, and will make speeches identifying the 
government with the campaign of the Mod- 
erates. But it remains a slipshod and halt - 
hearted campaign on the Tory side, and I 
kati to see how it can possibly succeed. In 
almost every division there are eminent 
Liberal-Unionists 


There is really such a kindly and almost pre 


single Liberal helping the Moderates any- 
where. There is, moreover, an important 
section of the Tories who publicly deplore 
the folly of Lord Salisbury’s attack on the 
Council who say they will abstain from vot- 
ing. 

Here are all the materials to hand for a 
sweeping radical triumph next Tuesday, and 
the striking gain of a parliamentary seat at 


‘Swindon over the strongest candidate the 
Tories ever had there cannot but have an 
effect on the result. 


Little Interest in the Maine. 


The tension of public suspense at home as 
to the conclusion of the experts in Hava a 
as to the disaster to the Maine has been 
adequately depicted for the English public 
by cable, but it finds a very modified re- 
flection here. People have ceased to talk 
much about the Maine disaster, and the 
city is not at all nervous about the pros- 
pects of war between the United States and 
Spain. I have said often that in the whole 
Cuban business the English sympathies 
have been profoundly anti-Spanish, though 
not very pro-Cuban. At the present mo- 
ment,.when the dislike of France is the 
dominant note in public feeling here, the 
understanding that the French government 
has been quietly arranging a financial! help 
for Spain would naturally give an extra 
anti-Spanish twist to the English temper. 

English politicians point out to me, 
however, that at such a juncture, when 
English moral support is ready to 
range itself unreservedly on the American 
zide, it is rather a pity that the Canadians 
should be in a position to complain of 
unfair American combinations against their 
railways. Very long and detailed stats- 
ments of this grievance have been cabied 
and printed here. I have met nobody who 
understood it, but very many who are 
afraid it will operate to abate the good will 


to regard our Cuban policy. 


Henry James’ New House. 


Henry James, after twenty-two years’ resi- 
dence in London, has secured a beautiful cld 
house at Rye, and henceforth will live there. 
Although a modest enough house, it is one of 
the most charming things in even that 
quaintly out-of-the-world district, and en- 
joys the fortuitous distinction of having 
sheltered both the Second and Third 
Georges when they were overtaken by sud- 
den storms on the coast highway, though 
the accident of birth separated their visits 
by fifty years. 3 


TANNER GOES TO NEW YORK. 


Friends Say He Will Talk Reappor-

Governor Tanner, who arrived in the city 
from Springfield yesterday mornirg, left 
in the afternoon for New York City, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Tanner, He said they prob- 
ably would visit Washington during their 
trip and had planned to be away about a 
week He declared the trip was to be one of 
pleasure purely and had no political signifi- 
cance whatever.

LITTLE TO DO WITH IT. 


Negotiations Were by Private 
Bankers ‘at Shanghai.

World.J—That German capital should have 
submitted to take £8,000,000 of the £16,006 ,000 
of the new Chinese loan came as a complete 
surprise to the governments of both coun- 
tries. Lord Salisbury had from the begin- 
ning of the present loan negotiations sought to 
encourage English bankers to advance the 
money required by China, going even so far 
as to offer assurances that the British gov- 
ernment would be responsible for the fulfill- 
ment of any promises made in connection 
with the loan by China. This would have 
been all that was necessary had not the news 
of this negotiation been betrayed to a Lon- 
don paper, and thus to the Russian Foreign 
At once the Czar’s representative 
commenced to bully the weak Chinese gov- 
ernment, declaring that if China dared to 
accept an English loan guaranteed by that 
government, Russia would henceforth be to 
China an enemy at her gates. This made the 
Tsung li Yamen tremble, and long cipher 
dispatches ticked into the Chinese Embassy 
at London saying in substance that though 
China sorely needed the money’, yet such was 
her dread of Russia that she could not ac- 
cept the offered money unless England at 
the same time offered to shield her in case of 
Russian aggression. 

The Chinese Ambassador in London has no 
discretion allowed him by his government; 
in fact, China regards all her diplomatic 
agents as useful only in so far as they hand 
in to the respective Foreign office letters 
sént to them from Pekin. In this case the 
Chinese Ambassador was empowered to say 
to Lord Salisbury: 

„Dear Mandarin Salisbury: I cannot take 
your money because the Russians are bully- 
ing my Emperor. Let me whisper this in 
your car. Do you, too, go and bully my Em- 
peror; then my Emperor will say to Russia 
that he must make the loan in England be- 
cause John Bull is so strong.“ 

At this point, however, Salisbury shrank 
back from the same generous motives that 
made Gladstone hand back the Transvaal to 
the Boers. He declined to compete with 
Russia in any such manner, and insisted that 
the position of England in China must re- 
main based upon moral prestige and not 
upon bribery by violence. : 


Big Private Enterprise. 


~ Meanwhile, however, what the govern- 
ments and their diplomatic agents had fatled 
in doing was being quietly accomplished by 
private enterprise in the shape of the Hong- 
kdng and Shanghai Bank, which im China 
commands respect like the Bank of Eng- 
land. They called the services of the man 
of all others most familiar with the internal 
economy of the country, and he it was 
who discovered that there were other 
sources Of revenue besides the Maritime 
customs that could be mate profitablé in the 
Way of guarantee for the £16,000,000; This 
gentieman I am not at liberty to designate 
more closely at present, but he will soon 
appear before the public as a public bene- 
factor. 

‘When all the details were arranged 
tween this English bank and the Chinese 
government so that Russia could have no 
excuse for interfering openly, then, and not 
till then, was a cablegram sent to the 
Deutsch Ostasiatische Bank offering its 
German colleague the option of taking one- 
half, their answer to be yes or “no” 
within twenty-four hours. This was not 
done for fear there should not be money 
enough in England, but from an under- 
standing between these two corporations 
dating back to the time of a previous loan 
floated jointly, at which time it was agreed 
that henceforth each should help the other 
in this matter. 

When the cable offer reached Berlin a 
special Cabinet meeting was immediately 
held and then and there it was decided to 
accept; that is to say, the German part of 
the loan has been made with the consent 
and presumably with the encouragement of 
the Kaiser's government. 

How far England has committed herself 
in the matter does not yet appear, but my 
private opinion is that whatever cautions- 
ness Lord Salisbury may have shown—and 
he is a cautious man—English public senti- 
ment will never allow that the German 
government should be able to furnish better 
guarantees in the far Hast than that of 
the Queen.

“Against this unexampled, universal dis- 
Play of brutal force, there is only oné ap- 
peal left—the appeal to rational force 
against savage violence, the sword in one 
hand, the gospel of liberty in the other.“ 

Mazzini wrote in England, and all the 
world honors him for saying that which to- 
day has sent two Russian patriots to jail. 

Last week I saw Carl Peters on the street 
looking ten years older than before his 
trial. He gave his country an African em- 
pire, and a few months ago was the pet of 
German court society. He assured me that 
he was the victim of a conspiracy organized 
in the Colonial department.

Desirability of Such a Channel Is Actively Discussed by 


Capitalists of Northern Europe, Who Stand 


Ready to Establish Steamship Lines. 


REPORT Of c. M. KOLDT TO DANISH AUTHORITIES. 


APITALISTS in the states of northern 
Europe stand ready to estabilsh di- 
rect steamship lines to Chicago from 
European ports as soon as the canal 
systems between the Atlantic border 

and the lakes are so far.advanced that 

steamers of sufficient tonnage to make the 


project profitable can pass through the 


canals. The directors of the new Copen- 
hagen Free Port are in particular desirous 
to establish a steamship line to Chicago. 
Both in Denmark and in Germany this sub- 
ject of steamship lines between European 
ports and Chicago has been earnestly dis- 
cussed, not alone by merchants and ship- 
owners, but by the press of these countries, 
As soon as the international deep water- 
ways convention was formed and commis- 
sioners were appointed by the Canadian and 
the United States government, inquiries 
commenced to reach the foreign Consuls 
stationed at Chicago requesting information 
relative to Chicago as the center of the pro- 
jected deep waterway to the Atlantic. Last 
summer C. M. Koldt, the then Danish Con- 
sul at Chicago, made a visit to Europe. As 
soon as he reached Copenhagen he was at 
once called on by representatives of the 
Danish merchants, shipowners, and the new 
free port, asking for detatied information 
relative to Chicago and its trade. After a 
consultation with the Danish Foreign de- 
partment he was given permission to pubiish 
in book form a consular report on this sub- 
ject. The report, with the title, Chicago 
as a Seaport and the Center of the Great 
Lakes District,” comprised a volume of 110 
pages, containing several maps showing the 
projected deép waterway between the Atlan- 
tic and the lakes, a minute history in detail 
of Chicago as a commercial center, and an 
immense amount of statistical reports. It 
was published in Copenhagen last. Septem- 
ber, and met with a reception from Danish, 
German, English, and other northern con- 
tinental countries, mercantile interests, and 
press that showed how deeply interested 
the people of these countries were in the 
subject. Almost every journal of any im- 
portance in these countries devoted columns 
to extracts from the book, besides editorially 
calling attention to the vast importance of 


the subject. 
Germany Sees the Point. 

As late as Nov. 23 the Hamburgische 
Börsen- Halle, the most important commer- 
cial journal in Europe, printed four columns

The Copenhagen 
merchants are greatly interested in deep 
water .communication to Chicago. Copen- 
hagen is the center for one of the largest 
shipping organizations in Europe, the United 
Steamship. company, which has several hun-

take place next year, when the Canadian 
system of canals is expected to be com- 
pleted, permitting the passage of steel ves- 
sels with a cargo of 2,000 tons. The idea 
would be to establish a line of fast steamers 
as the express business would be an im- 
portant aid in making the line profitable. 
A steamer starting, say, from Stettin, on the 
German coast, would call at Copenhagen, 
Gottenburg in Sweden, Christiania in Nor- 
way, then cross over to Leith and Dundee 
on the Scottish coast, and then make for 
Montreal and Chicago, carrying all the ex- 
press goods from these points that previ- 
ously would be sent to Liverpool or other 
ports. Returning, the express goods would 
be delivered in the same order.

On 
page 109 of my book a statement is present- 
ed of the chartered steamer Xania of 750 
tons, from Norway to Chicago in 1£98. This 
left a net profit of $1,529.19 over and above 
what it would have cost to send this 
freight by way of New York. I had every 
assurance before I left-Copenhagen that a 
steamship line will be established direct 
from European ports to Chicago.” 

A call was made on Mr. Thorp, who said: 

The advantage of a deep water way from 

lakes to the ocean would be so immense 

that it would be quite impossible to calcu- 
late it. The most economical transportation 
overland for longer distances cannot begin 
to compete with transportation by water. 
The impetus which a deep eanal from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the lakes would give to 
the development of the unusually rich and 
extensive territories tributary to the lakes, 
and through this to the development and in- 
crease of the commerce of the whole coun- 
try, the Atlantic States and seaports not ex- 
cepted, would be of such magnitude that 
hardly an amount to be expended on such a 
canal could be named large enough that 
would not be the finest investment that the 
U nited States as a nation could make. 

Arguments have been advanced to show 
that transportation of grain has now been 
reduced to a minimum of expense, which 
could not be much lessened had we a deep 
water way. This is the argument of inter- 
ests which would suffer by opening of a deep 
water way for ocean craft, and while these 
interests may be large, they are4insignificant 
as compared to the interests of the country. 
Besides the arguments are false, as can 
easily be shown by actual figures and com- 
paring cost of transportation. 


Grain to Be Surpassed. 


The time ts, however, 
ing when grain will be no longer the most 
important agricultural article of export 
from our Central and Western States. Beef, 
pork, dairy products, and live cattle could 
be transported in big steamers to Burope at 
rates little more than half the present cost 
and the risk of shipping. For instance, but- 
ter and fresh meat, shipments of which are 
now very great, so great as even to retard 
business, would be reduced to so small * 
minimum as to leave the risk almost out ot 
calculation. The experiments made by our 
firm in bringing small steamers from Europe 
to Lake Michigan, the result of which is 
illustrated by a specification of exact en- 
penses and the amount of freight earned, in 
Mr. C. M. Koedt's book, Chicago as a Sea- 
port,’ are no doubt interesting. It is indeed 
a very remarkable result, and dealing in 
facts as it does it counts more than any 
amount of pessimistic argument’ A little 
steamboat scarcely large enough to venture 
across the ocean, carrying only 600 tons of 
freight, less than a good-sized canal barge, 
and taking up more than per cent ofits 
carrying capacity for coal, barely sufficient 
to bring it safely across the water, and. 
which, in spite of its diminutive size, had 
to unload two-thirds of its cargo in or 
pass through the St. Lawrence canals, char- 
— a rate @ profit to the 
0 , Still, n Spite of all disadvantages, 
earned a profit on the freight to the char- 
terers,.as compared to the amount which it 
would have cost to ship the same cargo by. 
the cheapest now existing routes. Add té 
this the fact that the cost of the lightering 
of part ef the cargo through the canals 16 
equal to more than 10 per cent of the entire 
gross earnings of the round trip of the 
steamer, and the fact that the little boat 
carried a cargo out from Chicago to Europe 
of the poorest rate-paying commodities, 
grain and flour, it is a marvel that the enter- 
prise should turn out without loss.”

Not far behind Pastor Lambrecht in the 
number of marriages is the Rev. John .

WAR AND HONOR, NOT PEACE AND 
N SHAME, 


The Washington dispatches of Tun TNIn 


UNE state that Friday the President and 
his Cabinet discussed three contingencies, 
The first was that the Maine was blown up 
by accident. That contingency has been 
disposed of. It is known that its destruc- 
tion was the act of Spaniards. 


The second contingency— 
Considered the finding that the Maine was blown 


up by private persons without any action by the 
Spanish government, but leaving that government. 
responsible fer the acts of its citizens. This 
might be followed by a demand for an indemnity 
with the usual ultimatum. In the third case the“ 
board might find that the explosion of the Maine 
was a distinct hostile act on the part of Spain. 


President McKinley did not originate 


this suggestion that if “the Spanish gov- 
ernment ’—Sagasta at Madrid or Blanco 
at Havana—did not order the blowing up of 
the Maine and the murder of its crew, but 
Spanish officials, acting without authority, 
did it, then the United States should say to 
Spain: “ Give us much money and we will 
shake hands over the blood-stained wreck.” 


That dishonoring suggestion, rank with 


cowardice, came from the mugwumps and 
from the jack rabbits of the stock ex- 
changes, who are thrown into a panic by 
rumors of war and rush into the market 
to sacrifice their holdings. The “ peace at 
any price” men of 1896 are the ones who 
have managed to smuggle into the White 
House this proposition that the honor of the 
government be bartered away for a few 
million dollars. 


This degrading suggestion, the acceptance 


of which would put the United States in the 
attitude of a man who opened negotiations 
with the ravisher of his wife, stating, “ Let 
us see if we cannot settle this regrettable 
affair on a pecuniary basis,” will be reject- 
ed indignantly by President McKinley. 
Correspondents of partisan Democratic pa- 
pers who intimate that he looks favorably 
on this second contingency 
him shamefully.

Suppose this government were to demand 


a heavy money indemnjty of Spain on the 
ground that the crime which has been per- 
petrated was the act of Spaniards who were 
not acting under instructions from their 
government, then the United States would 
fall into the hands of the pettifogging, pro- 
erastinating Spanish diplomats, who are 
masters of the art of killing time. : 


Month after month would glide by and no 


conclusion would be reached. As fast as one 
point was disposed of Spain would raise an- 
other. It would be professing continually 
an earnest desire to reach a satisfactory 
conclusion and would keep that dangling 


before the eyes of the American govern- 
ment, expecting that American indignation 
would abate and finally the whole matter 
would drop. 

The President knows the diplomatic 
methods of the Spaniards. He must know 
also something of the feelings of his fellow- 
countrymen, The voice of the indignant 
people reaches his ears, as well as the 
craven pleadings of the timid Wall street 
speculators. . 

The people want no disgraceft! negotia- 
tions with Spain, Should the President 
plunge his administration into that morass 
he and his party would be swept out of 
power in 1900 by a fierce outburst of pop- 
ular indignation, An administration which 
stains the national honor never will be for- 
given. 

A century and a half ago England de- 
clared war on Spain, one of the causes being 
that the commander of a Spanish coast- 
guard vessel off Havana had cut off one of 
the ears of an English sea Captain whose 
vessel he had overhauled, Spaniards have 
blown up an American warship and killed 
its seamen. It makes no difference wheth- 
er they were authorised or “ instruct- 
ed” or not. The only adequate punishment 
for such a crime is the merciless punish- 


ment of war. 


The foul crime committed in a Spanish 
port by Spaniards in order to injure the 
United States and help Spain must be pun- 
ished by the sword. Spain must be driven 
from the Western world. The Americans 
must make as short work of her in Cuba 
as Jackson did in Florida. 

This nation must strike, not threaten. 
It must not say, The sword will be drawn 
from the scabbard if ‘indemnity’ is not 
paid.” It must not even hint that the 
wrong which has been done can be atoned 
tor by money. For it᷑ it did the world would 
say that everything had its price in the 
United States, the national honor included. 
Fleets and armies, not diplomats and arbi- 
trators, must settle this Spanish question. 


HOW WAR WOULD AFFECT BUSINESS 

One of the chief causes inducing the 
maintenance of a timid, waiting policy on 
the part of the government in dealing with 
the Cuban question has been the influence 
of Wall street operating upon the admin- 
istration and Congress, In significant con- 
trast with this has been the patriotic action 
of a number of business-men’s organizations 
in a number of interior and Western citics. 


In this direction there has been nothing. 


more noteworthy than the action of the 
Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce a week 
ago. After commending the conservative 
and dignified policy pursued by the govern- 
ment for the last two years these repre- 
sentative business-men express their opin- 


jon that diplomacy has failed to accomplish 


anything except to secure delay in bringing 
to a close the “ cruelties * which have been 
“ practiced by the Spanish army, unknown 
to modern warfare among civilized na: 
tions.” They then declare— 

That the time has come for final action by 
the United States government, and we call upon 
the President and Congress to take immediate 
steps to vindicate American honor and to bring 
hostijities upon the Island of Cuba to ~z close, 
pledging the hearty eobperation of the mer- 
cial interests represented in this body to what- 
ever measures the President and Congress may 


adopt. 

These patriotic sentiments, adopted, as 
we are informed, “ amid scenes of patriotic 
excitement,” have been echoed during the 
last week from all parts of the country, not 
only by political and business organizations 
but in utterances from the pulpit and in as- 
surances from individuals and military or- 
ganizations of their readiness to respond to 
the call of the country for its defense and 
the maintenance of its honor in ease of ne- 
cessity. 

While war is to be avoided so long as it 
can be done with honor to the nation and 
justice te the interests it is bound to pro- 
tect, when that point is passed it would not 
only be the part of cowardice but of suicide 
not to accept it. This being an issue which 
the American people may be brought to 
face, it may be well to forecast the effect 
which it would have upon their interests. 

And, first, one of the earliest effects would 
be to improve the times by stimulating busi- 
ness, which hag been in a state of chronic 
depression for more than four years past.

The reason for this exception is that if a 
country school district wanted to raise in 
one year the money needed to build a new 
schoolhouse it would not be able to do so if 
the rate for State, county, and school taxes 
was limited to 5 per cent on the one-fifth

raise only a part of the money it needed. 

The question is, however, what effect this 
clause will haye in Chicago, If all the 
money raised by taxation in this city for 
school building purposes—which includes 
the purchase of lots—has to be paid in addi- 
tion to the 5 per cent rate, then the taxes 
will amount to more than 1 per cent on the 
fair cash valuation—to a million and a half 
more at this time. ! 

The assessed valuation last year was 232 
millions, Assuming that the one-fifth val- 
uation under the new law will be 400 
millions, then a rate of a little over onc- 
third of 1 per cent will be necessary to raise 
the million and a half for school building 
purposes, So the total tax will be about 
8 1-3 per cent on the assessed valuation.

TYLER’S GRAVE IS FORGOTTEN. 


ot the President in Hollywood Cem- 
etery, Richmond, Va, 


Few people who visit the Hollywood Cem- 
etery at Richmond, Va., fail to ask to see 
the graves of former Presidents John Tyler 
and James Monroe. They then learn a fact 
that is little known. There is no stone or 
mark of any kind to distinguish the last 
resting place of Mr. Tyler of ** Tippecanoe 


and Tyler too fame, who was this n’s 
tenth Chief Executive. 

The superintendent of the cemetery, John 

Hooper, explains to the person king 


for historical spots that the grave of Mr. 
Tyler may be found by first locating the 
figure’ monument erected to the memory 


before he did. The statesman's body lies 
near that of his daughter, in the same lot. 
A slight rise in the ground is all that marks 
the spot, and unless some action is taken 
in the near future to provide for a fitting 
memorial to the man who ance held the 
highest office in the gift of the American 
People it is not imprdbable that his resting 
Place will be entirely forgotten. If the 
records of the cemetery should in some way 
be destroyed there would be nothing to 


The present keepers of the cemetery and 
its books are probably the only living beings 
who can with certainty point out the spot. 

An interesting mystery surrounds the 
neglect to memorialise this man, who was 
not the only one of hid family to take a 
prominent part in the making of American 
history. His father was known as the 
“ bosom friend of Thomas Jefferson.“ Tyler, 
the son, died in 1862, and in his will, dated 
Oct. 10, 1859, was the following provision: 

I empower my dear wife to make out of 

my estate suitable provision for my burial, 
and let my body be consigned to the tomb 
in the earth of the county where I was born, 
there to repose until the day of the resur- 
rection. My wife will select the spot in 
.Bhegwood Forest (his residence) and mark 
it by an uncostly monument of granite or 
marble. An inscription will be found in the 
paper inclosing this.“ 
It is believed that Mr. Tyler did not write 
‘any inseription for his tomb, but probably 
intended to do so later, forgetting about it 
in the time intervening before his death. 

It certainly was not intentional that his 
grave was neglected by his countrymen, for 
the General Assembly of Virginia, imme- 
-diately after Mr. Tyler's death, adopted a 
eulogistic memorial which closed as follows: 

„Resolved, That with the consent of his 
family his remains be deposited in Holly- 
wood Cemetery in Richmond, near the re- 
mains of James Monroe, and that the Gov- 
ernor be authorised to cause a suitable 
monument to be erected to his memory.“ 

This oxplains how the body came to be 
placed In the cemetery, regardless of the re- 
quest in the will. The explanation for the 
‘neglect of his grave probably lies In the fact 
that about that time the Governor of the Old 
Dominion had his hands full with the 
worries of the civil war, which was then 
growing very warm, 

John Tyler, according to popular belief 
during his life, end probably in truth, was a 
lineal descendant of Wat Tyler, the famous 
Englishman who rebelled against the tyran- 
ny of King James. He inherited a hatred 
of British oppression, which was brought 
out in his career in the House of Represent- 
atives, in the Senate, and in thé executive 
chairs of his State and the nation, He had 
a brother of some fame of the name of Wat 
Henry Tyler, of whom his mother said: 
“We have so named him after the two 
greatest British rebels, Wat Tyler and Pat- 
rick Henry.“ 

When the rebellion was threatening the 
former President was unanimously declared 
President of the Peace Conference which 
met in Willard's Hall, Washington, Feb 4, 
1861, This conference was, of course, asit 
was afterward often characterised, a dig- 
nined and stately fatlure,”’ and when it 
failed Tyler was loyal to his State and joined 
actively in the cause of the Confederacy. 
Although unpopular while President, be 
cause his democratici views angered th 
Whigs, who had elected him, he was per 
sonally very popular and a recogn 
statesman and was considered one of th 
brightest men of the time. An interesting 
story of his life was written by Henry A. 
Wise, who was his college mate in William 
and Mary, in which Mr, Tyler is made the 
center of influence for several decades.—New 
Tork Times.

REAL ESTATE BOARD PLEASED WITH 


NEW REVENUE LAW. 


Measure Regarded the Beginning of 
Satisfactory System of Assessing 
and Collecting Taxes — Members of 
Chicage Organization Began the 
Fight for Reform in 1884—W. A. 
Bond Discusses Opposition Over- 
come and Salient Features of Law. 


Members of the Real Estate board are 
pleased as the result of the new revenue law 
passed by the special session of the General 
Assembly. They regard the measure, al- 


though not all they wished, as of the ut- 


most importance and believe that property 
will not be slow in experiencing the good 
effects of a change in the present system of 
assessing and collecting taxes. 

W. A. Bond says of the new law and the 
work of the board for revenue reform: 
“Since the organization of the Chicago 
Real Estate board it has been appealing to 
every session of the Legislature for changes 
in way of revenue reform and new 3 
of these reforms have been accomplished 
through the aid of the Fortieth General As- 
sembly—the special assessment law being 
passed at the regular session and the rev- 


enue law at the present session just closed. 


These two subjects have been agitated by 
the board through special addresses printed 


and widely circulated, beginning as far back 


as 1883. As a result of the efforts to stimu- 
late public opinion favoring a change in the 
revenue system out of the Real Estate board 
the Revenue Reform league was organized. 
Through its efforts the revenue reform 
commission was assembled in this city and 
the matter was thoroughly considered. The 
report of the commission to the Legislature 
embodied many of the reforms for which 


the Real Estate board and others have. 


striven so long. 

“ The delay in securing the desired reform 
may be attributed to the diverse interests 
involved. Another reason for the delay in 
securing a new law has been the opinion 
throughout the State that property in Cook 
County, both real and personal, was under- 
valued, and that, therefore, Cook County 
did not_pay its share of the Statetax. After 
years of earnest effort the Real Estate board 
realized that we must meet the various 
views of the representatives of the other 
counties in this respect if success was to 
be obtained. We were also forced to recog- 
nize this fact by the way in which the State 
Board of Equalization raised the assessment 
of Cook County from 25 to 35 per cent. 

Column Principle. 

The new law has met these conditions by 
the introduction of the two-column prin- 
ciple, which covers two points. First, by 
assessing all property for taxation pur- 
popes at one-fifth its real value the as- 
sessed valuation of property in this county is 
doubled (for it has been the custom here- 
tofore, s generally, to assess prop- 
erty at about one-tenth its full value), and 
in the limitation clause adopted limiting 
the te tax to 5 per cent the State 
tax, about one-half of 1 per cent, was not 
included. To offset this it is expected the 
State Board of Equalization in adjusting 
the assessment of the different counties will 
not raise the valuatioris in Cook County, as 
heretofore.

Board of Review. 

“Then the Board of Review passes upon 
their acts. This body, consisting of three 
members, will hear and act on all com-

over the assessment, but not to increase the 
assessment of any one person or corporation 
until they are notified or given a hearing. 
It satisfied the assessment has not been 
made on proper lines they may increase or 
‘reduce the entire assessment on either real 
or personal property or both. 

The Board of Assessors must publish the 
assessment list of real and personal prop- 
erty in pamphiet form by election precincts.

| CREDITS FOR THE Y UKON. 


NORTHWESTERN NATIONAL TO ISSUE 
EXCHANGE ON DAWSON CITY. 


Drafts and Letters of Credit Will Be 
Furnished te Klondike Travelers 
Through Agency of Correspondent 
Canadian Bank of. Commerce— 
Mounted Government Police to Es- 
eort Gold Remittances—New York 


The Northwestern National Bank of this 
city in a few weeks will be prepared to ex- 
tend its banking facilities to the Yukon 
River gold regions. 

This bank is the correspondent of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce of Toronto, 
which has been appointed agent for the 
Canadian government for the Yukon dis- 
tricts to receive the royalty on gold and 


government. An agency is to be estab- 
lished at Dawson City, Northwest Terri- 
tory, at the earliest date in the coming 
spring that the means of travel will permit. 
The arrangement between the Bank of Com- 
merce and the Canadian government is 
such that the latter will issue drafts against 
gold deposited without making any charge 
other than the royalty exacted by the gov- 
ernment. The gold received by the bank 
will be sent to the coast under an escort of 
mounted police provided by the government. 
In this way the miners will be relieved from 
the risk to which they are now subjected 
of being waylaid and robbed on their way 
home with the proceeds of their labor. 

The officials of the Northwestern National 
Bank announce that as soon as the Dawson 
‘City office is established they will be pre- 
pared to issue to Americans bound to the 
Klondike drafts and letters of credit on 
Daweon City. 

It is likely that the business of furnishing 
exchange instruments to the Alaskan coun- 
try may prove immensely profitable. There 
is at present not a bank in these regions, 
with the exception of one private institu- 
tion at Sitka. With lawlessness as preva- 
lent as at present banking in the gold dis- 
tricts without special protection might be 
so unsafe as to be impracticable. However, 
with the official armed protection of the 
Canadian government police it can be car- 
ried on probably as safely or more safely 
than in some better settled communities.

Thus 
in May, 1873,when President Thiers resigned, 
it looked much as if the Count of Chambord 
might ascend a refurnished throne as Henry 
V. The Assembly, which had been acting in 
concert with the President for two years, was 
a monarchical body. It had not the slightest 
intention of establishing a permanent repub- 
lic, but was merely striving to hold the con- 
servative forces of the country together until 
the monarchy might be declared as a final 
answer to communism. As Thiers progressed 
toward moderate republicanism the varie- 
gated crowd of Royalists began to draw 
away from him, and by its desertion brought 
about the election of a notorious “* red In 
Paris over the Presidential candidate. Then, 
alarmed at the results of its action, it de- 
cided that it must have a man of its own in 
the Presidential chair instanter, and soon 
carried a vote of want ef confidence, which 
brought about Thiers’ ignation and the 
election of MacMahon as his successor. 

The plan was to use MacMahon as an agent 
under whose auspices Chambord, the grand- 
son of Charles X. and head of the older 
branch of the Bourbons, should assume the 
regal power. It would have succeeded, too, 
nad it not been for the amazing composition 
of the preposterous royalty who was to be 
the chief beneficiary. 
Chambord a True Bourbon. 

Of all the spectacular personages that 
France has produced he was the most pecu- 
Har and interesting. He came up to Paris, 
where everything had been prepared for 
the coup d’état, only to be shocked and 
paralyzed at the wicked concessions of his 
friends to the nineteenth century. He still 
insisted that the white flag of the Bourbons 
should supplant the tri-color, and on this 
question of cloth and color departed again 
over the border. For a whole night he had 
walked the floor in deepest mental distress 
and he sent back nothing but reproaches.

™ Government Scientist Tells 
flow Cheops Was Con- 
gStructed and Offers 
to Duplicate It. 


ROFESSOR J. D. McGUIRE of the 
United States National Museum 
comes forward with a startling state- 
ment. He says that he will take a 
contract to duplicate the great pyra- 

in less time than was required to build 
he original, using only implements of stone 
and soft bronze, and without the aid of any 
modern mechanical applianees. He de- 
mands only an equal number of workmen— 
L e., 100,000. That number is said to have 
been employed in the construction of the 
famous pyramid of Cheops, and the job took 
them. thirty years to complete. 
A flood of light has been thrown upon the 
much discussed problem of the building of ’ 
the great pyramid by Professor McGuire’s 
recent investigations, says the New Orleans 
Times-Demotrat. To the astonishment of 
scholars, he declares that what has long 
been held to be a mystery is in reality as 
opvious as daylight. He tells the whole 
story of the erection of the mighty structure 
from the very beginning, showing just where 
the stone came fram and how it was quar- 
ried, transported, and put in place. Finally, 
to prove his proposition, he exhibits pictures 
“from ancient Egyptian monuments illustrat 
ing the methods employed down to the ut- 
most imaginable detail. The mystery, he 
declares, is no mystery at all. Itisa fool-

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GENERAL KRIEGELS. 


He Is the Prefect of St. Petersburg, a position of Grea 
_ Responsibility, and His Powers Are 


Autocratic. 


F course Nicholas II. is the real Czar 
of St. Petersburg, as he is of all the 
Russias, but there isa man represent- 
ing him in the city government who 
has such comprehensive powers that, 
for ordinary people, who cannot get near the 
Emperor himself, he ie the only Czar they 
ever personally know or have any dealings 
with, says a writer in the New York Trib- 
une. I refer to the Prefect of the city, or 
the Gradonachalnik, as he is called in Rus- 
sian. Other Russian towns have Govern- 
ors, whose duties include those of the 
Gradonachalnik as well as those of an or- 
dinary civil Governor; St. Petersburg has 
also its Governor, who is over the entire 
province of the same name, but the Prefect 
is the most powerful official in the city. . 
What ‘distinguishes him from the ordi- 
nary Governor of a town is that he is busied 
mainly with the police, being the:r chief 
throughout the city limits. The Governors 
of smaller towns are nominally also at the 
head of the local police forces, but they 
have under them officials called police mas- 
ters, who are supposed to relieve them of 
the more burdensome duties. The Gradon- 
achainik of St. Petersburg; on the other 
hand, supervises nearly every department 
of this branch of the city government, and 
as one can hardy do anything in Russia, 
good or bad, without coming in contact 
with the police sooner or later, it is not dif- 
ficult to understand how far-reaching his 


powers may be. Formerly he is said to 


have had even greater authority. 

Generally he is a military officer as well, 
and the present incumbent has the rank of 
a General. He always wears his uniform, 
and is saluted by soldiers as well as by his 
pohcemen. A man gets the position of 
Gradonachalnik on account of demonstrated 
superior ability, and it is expected that he 
shall have had experience in the police or- 
ganizations of other cities. General Krie- 
gels, the present Prefect, had done good work 
in the police force of Warsaw before ge, ing 
to St. Petersburg, and the fact that the 
position involves more or less responsibility 
for the safety of the Czar at public ceremo- 
nies in the city is further evidence that the 
man who gets it is likely to be worthy. 

The building where the Prefect lives, and 
which also serves as the headquarters of the 
various departments under his supervision, 
is situated in the Gorochavala, near the Ad- 
miralty. Here he keeps in touch with every- 
thing connected with his work, and he has 
over 200 secretaries, clerks, and other offi- 
cialis to help him. He begins work early in 
the morning, and by 9 o’clock there is al- 
ready a crowd of petitioners waiting in the 
reception-room to ask him for favors. They 
come on all manner of errands—about pass- 
ports, troubles with the police, family quar- 
rels and even private business matters. 

It has recently been the writer’s privilege 
to have a number of interesting dealing’s 
with the Gradonachainik, and they will - 
lustrate better than anything else his power 
and the favors that he can grant.

NTERESTING calculations made recent- 
ly by a German statistician go to dis- 
prove the well-worn adage of Goldsmith 
that man wants but little here below,” 
says the New York Herald. Man wants 

a good deal, and that is made evident by the 

uantity of food he consumes in a lifetime— 
the food that goes to form the basis of his 
‘physical life. Somewhat surprising in re- 
gard to weight and quantity is the substance 
consumed in a single day by the ordinary 
human being with a healthy appetite. When 
the quantities consumed in weeks, months, 
and years are caluculated and presented to 
the eye in striking contrast to the consumer 
the effect is little less than startling. 

‘Loaves of bread, big as houses, are the re- 
sult. The quantities of meat eaten in an or- 
dinary lifetime by the normal man, when 
contrasted with him in the original form of 
pigs and oxen, assume the proportions of an- 
tediluvian monsters. 

These startling analogies are of the nature 
to delight the hearts of doctors who maintain 
that men are accustomed to eat far more 
than is necessary to sustain their bodies. 
The calculations given below are made from 
estimates of the food consumed by a person 
in a lifetime of seventy years, with a healthy 
appetite for solid and liquid nourishment. 

In sixty years, therefore, a healthy man 
consumes daily at least a pound and a half 
of bread food, tn the form of bread, rolls, bis- 
euits, ete. The combined quantity for six 
decades would weigh about 66,150 pounds. 
Molded into a loaf of bread the giant loaf 
would occupy a space of 440 cubic meters. 

Vegetables consumed in the same period 
present a no less formidable array. In sixty 
years one persons devours a half million 
peas, and if these were imagined in a single 
pod, it would take an hour’s tramp to 
traverse the length of the giant vegetable. 
No less massive would be the carrot con- 
sumed, Lettuce leaves, by the same calcu- 
lation, would cover the floors of twelve 


rooms, while the quantity of cabbages, 
beans, and minor vegetables would fill 
twenty farmers’ wagons. 

Taken for granted that an ordinary con- 
sumer eats daily for breakfast two slices of 
ham or bacon, for lunch a veal cutlet, and 
for dinner a half pound of beef—an estimate 
by no means exaggerated—the following 
startling comparisons may be evolved: 

Summed up the combined quantities of 
beef eaten would create a giant ox 79,380 

unds in weight and more than sixteen feet 

igh. Compare for a moment this monstrous 
beast with the tiny baby that will eat and 
digest the former at the rate of one pound a 
day in a lifetime of sixty years! 

If to the meat consumed one adds a daily 
portion of a half pound of fish, there will be

100 pots of ™ustard and fourteen pounds of 
pepper. The quantity of fruit eaten is morse 
variable. The apple of a lifetime would be 
about fifteen feet, the orange and pear about 
three and a half feet in size.

Calculating, therefore, a daily ration of 
one and one-half pounds of bread, a pound 
of meat, a half pound of fish, two pounds of 
vegetables and fruit, and a half pound of 
divers other eatables, there would be a total 
of five and one-half pounds of food a day, 
or almost a ton in one year and fifty-three 
and three-fourth tons of food in sixty 
years. 
| Liquids consumed by a human being pre- 
sent a no less astounding result. As half 
pint of tea or coffee in the morning, as much 
water, beer, etc., at midday, and perhaps a 
pint in the evening, besides a pint of milk, 
tea, beer, and wine during the day, make 
three pints a day, about 500 quarts a year, 


and in seventy years 35,000 quarts. It would 
take a vessel 2,500 times greater than an

u t. 
Taken all in all, a healthy man with a good 
appetite and moderate thirst consumes in 
seventy years ninety-six and a half tons 
of solid and liquid foods. If the consumer 
weighs, say, 150 pounds, he will eat and drink 


during his lifetime 1,280 times his oon 
weight. Transforming all this foodstuff into 


mechanical! labor, the strength derived would 
be sufficient to lift 87,600,000 tons one foot 
from the ground, or to raise the Forth bridge 
at Edinburg, Which weighs 264,600,000 
pounds, to a height of 1,235 feet. 

Excluding the first twenty years of a life- 
time, the quantity of cigarets consumed by a 
regular smoker who smokes a dozen every 
day would in fifty years reach the number of 
219,000, or a monster rolled cigaret more than 
sixteen feet in length and about five feet thick, 
beside which the tallest man would resemble 
a veritable dwarf. A cigar smoker consum- 
ing six of his favorite brand a day would 
during his lifetime smoke a gigantic cigar of 
more than sixteen feet long and almost two 
and a half feet thick. It would weigh 4,410 
pounds, and would take the suction power of 
a steam engine to puff it, 


N interesting experiment has been 
conducted by Professor C. F. Hodge 
of Clark University at Worcester, 
Mass., as to the effect of alcohol upon 
dogs.

$30,000 A YEAR. 


What the Government Pays 
to Keep the Building 
at Washington in 
Repair. 


T costs $30,000 a year to maintain Uncle 
Sam's $14,000,000 building on Capitol Hill. 
That is the amount which Congress al- 
lows every year for mechanics and labor- 
ers, for brushes and hardware and lum- 

ber, for tiles and grate bars, and all the other 
supplies necessary to keep the in 
repair. 

For improvements Congress has appro- 
priated an average of $25,000 a year in the 
ten years just past, and much of that has 
been spent in the last twelve months, Fifty- 
five thousand dollars # been used to trans- 
form the Senate’s system of ventilation, and 
$45,000 to introduce electric light in the 
building and grounds. For the ourrent year 
other changes are planned. 

There is always something unfinished 
about, the Capitol. A few years ago the 
most hoticeable incompleteness was in the 
terrace on the west front of the building. 
That is completed now. But the painter's 
ugly scaffold hanging in the rotunda draws 
attention to the still unfinished Brumidi 
frieze, and in the basement of the Senate 
wing the abrupt termination of the brilliant 
tropical wall decoration is a constant source 
of surprise. 

Chance is responsible for the incomplete- 
ness of the wall paintings. They were 
many years ago by an artist of rare merit, 
He grew tired of the work, or he died—no 
one about the Capitol can say accurately 
which. At all events he disappeared from 
the scene, and the walls of the Senate wing 
remain beautiful in some spots and bare in 
others. The beautiful spots have been 
cleaned and renewed recently by W. H. 
Duckstein. Mr. Duckstein has added also 
to the cleanliness of what is known to the 
irreverent as the Chamber of Horrors by 
cleaning the marble statues there. . 

The delay in completing the frieze is not 
a matter of chance. It is due to a dispute 
in the Committee on Library over the im- 
portance of certain events in national his- 
tory. This frieze, begun by Brumidi, an 
Italian artist, in 1878, was only partly done 
at the time of his death in 1882. The hang- 
ing scaffold on which Brumidi did his last 
work remained in place a long time, until 
another Italian, Costaggini, was employed 
to carry out Brumidi's designs. 

What is represented by the annual appro- 
priation of $30,000, and in the last year by 
the special appropriations of $55,000 and 
$45,000, is not all that it takes to run the 
Capitol and grounds.

PLACE AMONG “MONEY-MAKING” BUSINESSES. 


- Recent Bold Attempt to Flood the Country with Bogus One-Hundred-Dollar Bills Calls to 
Mind Other Cases Which Show How Small the Returns 
of the Profession Are.

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small money is daily handled on the sur- 
face, a man can get a $100 note changed 
in almost any large store without creating 
suspicion. Had the makers of the new $100 
counterfeit note been as skilled in unload- 
ing their spoils as they were in the art of 
mechanical engraving, they would have 
chosen Chicago or one of the larger West- 
ern cities instead of Philadelphia. 
Counterfeiters, that is, those who have 
served an apprenticeship in the business, 
unload their money in bulk and not by 
dribs. This stage of the game is at once 
the most difficult, dangerous, and trying. 
In it a man’s best tact and nerve are called 
to the front, and one misstep may balk the 
entire scheme and render hundreds of nice 
crisp bills so much waste paper, 
The Philadelphia counterfeiters made this 


OR a money-making business that of 
counterfeiting is among the most un- 
remunerative of all professions. 

This statement is neither a paradox 
nor a pun on words, but a plain, every- 
day fact that has been proven time and again 
by the annals of criminology. Lured on by 
the thought, It can be done,“ men of brains 
and talent have devoted the best years of 
their lives to the making of bogus money; 
have paid the penalty in penitentiaries: have 
escaped or been released, and have gone 
back to the old business, only to be caught 
again, and die poor. 

The history of famous counterfeiting cases 
invariably tells the same story, and if the 
truth were known that identical story 
would be repeated once more in the case of 
the recent bold attempt to flood the whole 
country with bogus 5100 notes of the check

This is why counterfeiting does not pay: 
A complete plant for the counterfeiting of 
steel dies will cost anywhere from one to

The world that is not primarily 
religious will read the encyclical with care- 
ful attention, for the Pope wields an influ- 
ence possessed by no King or Queen of 
however mighty an empire. For the em- 
pire of Leo XIII. is world-wide and em- 

races the people of all nations and tongues. 

This encyclical is Pope Leo's gift to the 
world on the occasion of his forthcoming ju- 
bilee. The world will give to him treasures 
that, though fit for a King’s ransom, can 
bring but a temporary light to the kindly 
eyes of the delicate head of the Catholic 
Church. From the President of the United 
States and from rulers great and small in 
every portion of the earth will come mes- 
gages of congratu:stion and presents of 
the costliest description. Gold and silver 
ornaments, diamonds, rare and costly gems, 
and priceless presents are given to the 
Pope because no money could buy them, 
and so they become fitting gifts to the man 
who values them not for their intrinsic 
worth but for the spirit that prompts the 
presentation. 

The preparations, it is reported, argue that 
the jubilee is to be the most magnificent in. 
the history of a church that is famous for 
the splendor of its ceremonies. Through- 
out Christendom there will be minor serv- 
ices in celebration of the event, but in 
the Vatican at Rome the services will be 
of a magnitude that will set the world to 
marveling. St. Peter's will be the scene 


of services that rival even the splendid 


glitter of recent coronation ceremonies, and 
the light of the myriad of candles in the 
sacred edifice will shine upon a collection 
of magnificently appareled worshipers 
composed of the proudest nobility of 
church and state. 


Pilgrims are already into Rome 
to take part in the celebration. Royal emis- 
saries bearing the presents of the rulers 
whom they serve; dignitaries of the church 
coming to render homage, to their chief on 
this, the jubilee that most people believe 
will be the last great celebration of the 
Pope’s long reign; prelates mighty and 
humble—they compose a mighty procession 
that Is pressing toward Rome from all quar- 
ters to congratulate the man upon whom 
the attention of the world is concentrated 
this year as last year it was upon the Queen 
of the British Empire. 

The august head of the Roman Catholic 
Church has undoubtedly exercised a most 
remarkable influence on the history of thé 
world during recent years. He is in many 
respects a remarkable man, and had he 


been born in athe greater world outside the 


church he would doubtless have taken his 
place in the sphere of life in which he found 
himself among those who forge to the front 
by inborn right of leadership. 

Leo XIII. has preserved by a unique 
sobriety of life—that sobriety commended 
and described in his recent poem, “ Ad 
Fabricium Rufum —the vitality of a strong 
constitution. Some have written that he 


comes of a stock of mountaineers, and that 


he early increased the healthfulness thus 
— by his outdoor life in his native 
U 

Once tall, he is néw shortened by the pain- 
fully pronounced bend of the entire upper 
part of his body. The former is the effect 
of age, the latter must be greatly the result 
of long years of assiduous study and of a 
sedentary life. He may be said to have 
passed the last years of his childhocd at 
college, since he was only 8 years of age 
When he was sent to the Jesuit College at 
Viterbo. He passed his youth within em- 
inary walls. As a young man he was Gov- 
ernor of a province and titular Archbishop. 
Long before his prime he had been nuncio 
to Belgium—when he went.to England and 
was presented to her Majesty—and had been 
called to the see of Perugia, which he only 
left during the last months of the reign of 
his Papal predecessor. His life then has 
been an indoor life—the life of a student. 

This fact supplies the explanation both of 
his mental habits and of his material health 
today. He has always on hand the prepara- 
tion of some pontifical document of impor- 
tance, Each of these documents implies a 
vast labor, so that his mental habits are 
laborious and exhausting. But knotty ques- 
tions are of far greater frequency than the 
solution of doubts or the exposition of great 
issues in public documents. All the ramifi- 
cations of the Papal administration -end 
naturally in him, and it is his daily duty to. 
ratify, after conscientious examination, the 
findings of each branch of the ecclesiastical 
government. 

Few believe that Leo XIII. can survive 
much longer, notwithstanding the tenacity 
with which he has held to the life that seems 
almost to have left his thin worn frame. 

There are interesting regulations for the 
guidance of the body by whom the choice is 
made. When the time arrives for the Pope 
to answer the summons of death the Car- 
dinals who are in Rome at the time are 
hastily summoned and assembled in the 
death chamber. The Papal chamberlain 
takes charge of the Vatican when the réign- 
ing Pope has breathed his last. Then fol- 
low the lying in state and the impressive 
funeral.

The government hydrographic office has 
been wondering what particular derelict 
Was responsible for the disaster that befell 
the Veendam. Careful track is kept by the 
Navy department of all the floating wrecks 
that are reported by skippers of vessels, so 
that it is usually possible to identify any one 
that happens to be drifting about in any part 
of the Atlantic. But this one is a mystery. 

The abandoned vessels called derelicts are 
the fruit of big storms. After every hurrt- 
cane that sweeps the Atlantic coast of the 
United States there is a fresh crop of such 
drifting hulks. In a large percentage of in- 
stances they start on their strange end aim- 
less voyages from the neighborhood of Caps 
Hatteras. Many of them are lumber-laden 
schooners, and, inasmuch. as the craft em- 
ployéd in that trade are mostly rotten and 
unseaworthy, their crews promptly desert 


ture of their cargo they are apt to stay on 
top of the water for an indefinite period. 
More dangerous yet are derelicts laden with 
coal, which presents so solid and heavy an 
obstacle that an encounter with one of them 
is likely to send the strongest steamship to 
the bottom. There are about 200 wandering 
derelicts now floating about on the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Unquestionably very many of the mystert- 
ous disappearances of ships, which leave 
port and are never heard from afterward. 
are attributable to collisions with dereticts. 
It is believed that in this way the steamer 
Naronic met its fate. The drifting wreck 
is a peril against which even the most ex- 
perienced commander cannot guard. 

The average derelict remains afieat for 
about thirty days. In exceptional instances 
these wrecks pursve their voyage. with 
neither crew nor port. for years. A notable 
case was that of the th ; : 


kept it afloat, and it drifted for four years 
in great circles between the North Carolina 
coast and the west coast of Africa. One un- 
successful effort was made to destroy this

of this kind was accomplished by 
cruiser San Francisco four years ago on its 
way from New York to Key West. Right 
in the track of commerce it found a luder 
laden schooner afloat—the wreck of the 
three masted schooner Driske. Boats were 
gent to fasten gun cotton torpedoes to the 
bulk, and these were exploded beneath the’ 
keel by electricity; but ten of them failed 
to break the vessel up. Finally the com- 
mander of the San Francisco became angry 
and made up his mind to resort to war meth- 
ods, Drawing off to a distance he put on 
full head of steam and rushed upon ths 
wreck, striking it at full speed. The steel 
beak of the cruiser passed through the dere- 
lict like a knife, the halves of the hulk drtft- 
ing apart. To make the work complete half 
a dosen steel shelis were fired into the after 
part, breaking it to pieces as they burst. 

It is estimated that about eight collisions 
with derelicts occur annually. without 
counting accidents of this kind which are
